• It Is a final struggle .between mili- 
tary hypocrisy and political liberty. A 
hideous conflict, but one wherein we 
shall be victorious. Of that I am cer- 
tain The Central Empires have lost 
their chance of victory, and/they 
know it. Great Britain is united for 
this war to such a point that If there 
were a general election, hot a single 
antj-war member would be elected. 
"I foresee no 'difficulty," continued 
the minister, "In connection with com- 
pulsion.

State Industrial Commission Engineer 


Gives Instructive Lecture at-City 


Hall Cast Evening: 
' 


Efficient 
shop 
lighting "from; eco- 
nomic and safety .standpoints .was the 
subject for discussion at the meeting 
last night at-the city; hall.' by.. C., W. 
Price, an engineer on the Wisconsin 
Industrial 
Commission/ He, gave a 
very interesting talk..to. a" good sized 
audience o£ men. 
The work of this department- of the 
commission, he said, was to inspect 
the systems of illumination in factor- 
ies throughout the state and to gather 
up all valuable information-regarding 
this matter. The commission is also 
interested from the safety standpoint. 
In-going through shops and factories 
it is found thai poor lighting is-the 
direct-cause for more than one-fourth 
of the accidents which happen. 
Wisconsin is one .of .the first states 
in the union to have such a depart- 
ment to probe into these matters, Mr. 
Price explained. In Sngland, after a 
thorough investigation of the causes 
of the accidents which occur in fac* 
tories, it was found that during the 
winter months when lights were nbed- 
ed in the shops that nearly-one-half 
of the casualties were on acocuni; of 
poor lighting systems. 
The general 
illumination of 
the 
whole shops is taken into considera- 
tion when seeking to reduce the num- 
ber of accidents. The value of good 
lighting systems may be expressed in 
this phrase, 
"Good light 
Is a tool 
which increases the efficiency of all 
other tools and the whole shop." It 
has been found by many of the large 
corporations of the 
country which 
have installed good lighting units in 
their plants, that their 
output has 
been increased from two to five per 
cent. 
The state . commission in the las* 
few years of existence have tried to 
work out efficient and economic light- 
ing plans for the benefit ot the state 
manufacturing/ concerns. 
To greater 
benefit the manufacturers they have 
issued a booklet which is sent to any- 
one on request which contains much 
valuable information regarding light- 
ing matters. Many of these booka 
have been printed and sent all over 
the United States. In this book the 
commission give recommendations as 
to the amount of light which is re- 
quired by law in different factories. 
Three recommendations or require- 
ments which Mr. Price gave last night 
are as follows: In an ordinary shop 
there shall not be less than one-can- 
dlepower light ten feet from the floor 
for each four square feet o£ space 
Second, in a place where 
there is 
much smoke, as in a foundry, there 
shall not be less than one-candiepower 
light for each two square feet of space. 
Third, !n warehouses there shall not 
be less than, one hundred candlepower 
light for each eight hundred square 
feet of space. 
These rules, he said, 
were for general illumination and not 
for light required oh fine machine 
work. 
Such work 
requires a light 
over each machine: 


Much time was spent by Mr. Price 
in the discussion of the various types 
of reflectors for the lights. He recom- 
mended different types of the. reflector 
for the uses which they 
were best 
suited tor; 
"Clean reflectors," he sai 
'will.give twenty-five per cent mor 
light than' they will 'when thev ar 
covered with dust, and dirt."

.The Sawdust Germination''^Bdii; 
Make a box of inch 
lumber.

DONE OLD SOLDIER?

In court the last three tes- 
tified that the applicant for the pen- 
sion was not their old lieutenant, Gra- 
ham, 
and Norm testified that the man 
was Stillman. Castle, formerly of this 
vicinity. The defendant swore he did 
not know Mr. Kinney, but admitted 
that he once lived near Whitewater 
Largely on Norm's testimony the de- 
fendant was found guilty of an attempt 
to defraud the government and was 
sentenced to six and a half months in 
jail. It looks like an open and shut 
case, but, within a week, letters have

war on the side of the central powers 


to continue to send into Germany not 
only'all her own manufactures and 
produce, but also the goods that slM

Great Britain herself, it Is idle to look 
for any complete success-, of the eco- 
nomic siege of the central powers. 
Realizing this,,England has now an-
